mercial agencies," exposing their 
unreliability and conclusively de- 
monstrating that they are commercial 
fratuls. These agencies are general- j 
ly organized by unscrupulous and 
i 


irresponsible men whose only object | 
is to make money. 
They have their j 


headquarters in the large cities and i 
their spies and agencies extend into 
the country towns and 
hamlets. 


Their estimates of the reliability of 
men in business are formed from the j 
opinions 
of 
their 
agents. 
It 


•will be readily seen how much 
dependence can be placed npon such 
estimates. Occasionally these agen- 
ciss secure the services of an honor- 
able man, and one competent to 
judge by careful investigation of the 
relative standing of the business 
men of a community, but these in- 
seances are rare. A majority of the 
sub-agents are men who will not hes- 
itate to color their reports with their 
own personal likes and dislikes. As 
a -whole, the system of commercial 
agencies are dangerous species of 
blackmailing. They are often the 
MMasins of private characters, the 
underminers of reputations, and the 
destroyers of honest men's business. 
If they are allowed to carry on their 
oefkrions trade they should at least 
be held answerable to the law for 
«ny abuse of the'secret powor they 
hold over the financial character of 
th«br«incs» community.
